Laurentian University Celebrates 
National Francophone Week

Laurentian University will 
celebrate National Francophone 
Week (Semaine nationale de la 
francophonie) through a number of 
on-campus events. Francophone 
Week actually runs from March 1 3 to 
March 24. 

The celebration begins with a 
Book Fair, featuring hundreds of 
French books, at the Laurentian Book- 
store from Monday, March 13 to 




Wednesday, March 15. The Book 
Fair will showcase computers and 
educational software, and the prod- 
ucts of French publ ishing houses Prise 
de parole, Somabec, and Diffusions 
Dimidia. 

Later, Laurentian 's Associa- 
tion of Francophone Professors 
(Regroupement des professeures et 
professeurs francophones) will host 
the 10th Annual Buffet international 
de la francophonie (International 
Francophone Buffet) on Saturday, 
March 18, at 6:30 pm. The dinner 
will be held in the University of Sud- 
bury's Canisus Hall and will feature 
Alsatian cuisine. 

Near the end of the Week, 
renowned French imitator/comedian 
Marc Dupre will appear at the Fraser 
Auditorium on Tuesday, March 2 1 at 
8 pm. Twenty-six-year-old Duprd 
took part in Celine Dion's world tour 
and has performed more than 200 
solo shows. His visit is presented by 
Laurentian's Francophone Students' 
Association ( AEF), College Boreal's 
Students' General Association 



(AGAA), and Rendez-vous de la 
Francophonie. Tickets are on sale for 
$3 at the student associations and 
branches of local Caisses populaires. 

Last weekend, Frano- 
Ontarian culture was showcased a 
the launch of the new Dramatic Arts 
program at the Alphonse Raymond 
Auditorium on Friday, March 1 and 
the continuation of the 27th annual 
La Nuit sur l'6tang (The Night on the 
Pond) at the Fraser Auditorium on 
Saturday, March 1 1 . 

The new Dramatic Arts pro- 
gram is a French-language interdis- 
ciplinary program that will be of- 
fered in September. The program in- 
tends to provide students with both 
practical and theoretical skills in dra- 
matic arts. Students will also be 
trained in acting, casting, computer 
technology, and theatre production. 

Artistic training will be en- 
hanced by the participation of ac- 
claimed artists in residence. They 
include Jean Marc Dalpe\ Fernand 
Rainville, Katherine Mensour, and 
Dan Bedard. 



Saturday's La Nuit 
sur l'etang continued its 
tradition by showcasing 
Franco-Ontarian artists in 
a popular music festival. 
The festival serves as a 
"springboard" for artists 
whose talents often appear 
in professional and national 
music scenes. Artists who 
have benefited from La Nuit include 
CANO, Marcel Aymar, and Michael 
Paiement. Today, Cormoran, Kif-Kif, 
and Yvan and the hooligans get their 
chance in the spotlight. 

In addition to promoting 
Franco-Ontarian culture, especially 
among young people, student organ- 
izers, from the University of Sud- 
bury, gain the experience of working 
in cultural industry; they learn mar- 
keting, public relations, and legal ne- 
gotiations. Other sponsors of the event 
include Laurentian University, 
College Boreal, the Federation of the 
Popular Cases of Ontario, the Na- 
tional Bank, TVO/TFO, and Com- 
pany Radio. 




In recent years, La Nuit sur 
l'etang, like many cultural organiza- 
tions, has had to meet technological 
challenges, which have affected its 
relationship with the public. But, La 
Nuit's continued success has proven 
its adaptability and vitality. Founder, 
Andre Paiement once described the 
festival as "the collective madness of 
people in party!", and organizers 
strive to maintain that atmosphere. 

The first La Nuit sur l'etang 
of the millennium will be the last to 
coincide with National Francophone 
Week. The festival will take place in 
October, starting this year. The year 
2000 will feature two festivals - one 
in March and one in October.

Labatt People in Action 
(LPIA) is a partnership between 
Labatt Breweries and Human Re- 
sources Development Canada; its 
mandate is to "help students gain 
valuable work experience by funding 
their employment at a registered char- 
ity". Now in its 23rd year, the project 
boasts that nearly 3,500 Canadian 
students have benefited from the ex- 
perience and opportunities the project 
provides. 

LPIA encourages students to 
find a registered charity and develop 
a summer project that will provide 
the student with skills (ie. responsi- 
bility, leadership, and innovation), 
while the community benefits from 
the services offered by the charity. 
The program also covers the adult 
minimum wage of each student, as 



well as other employment-related 
costs associated with the project. 

Students should consider their 
personal interests, as well as the chari- 
ty 'srelevance to future career or plans 
and its contribution to the commu- 
nity, when they select their charity. 
Together, the charity and student are 
expected to develop a project that 
will benefit both the community and 
the student. 

Last year, Shauna Morgan 
assisted children in Barrie through 
The Season's Centre for Grieving 
Children. Likewise, Chris Needer, of 
York University, worked with The 
Community Centre 55 's Graffiti Re- 
moval, and Identification Program, 
removing vandalism on public 
beaches in Toronto. 

Jeff Newton, Director of Pub- 



lic Affairs for Labatt Breweries On- 
tario, spoke highly of the initiative. 
He stated, "Labatt People in Action is 
a wonderful example of how public 
and private sector resources can be 
combined in a way that adds real 
value to both the student involved 
and to a wide variety of charitable 
organizations." 

This year, $80,000 has been 
designated to fund summer jobs for 
Ontario students. Furthermore, an 
additional $40,000 in funding has 
been set aside to employ students in 
an effort to combat homelessness in 
cities across the province.

Leach Next Student President

Thursday evening, March 9, Patrick Leach was declared the winner of the SGA presidential elections. He 
won with 359 votes, 149 votes more than Peggy Sue Sacks. Despite the low voter turnout (approximately 600 
students), the race was very intense. In fact, before the ballots were counted from the last polling station, there was 
only ten votes between Sacks and Leach, with Sacks leading. The last station was located on Residence and both 
candidates lived there. 

WUSC won its referendum in favour of a one-dollar increase of tuition to support refugees. They won by a 
margin of 422 to 160 (73%). Lambda lost its request for a three-dollar levy to improve its outdated facility. With 
256 in favour and 330 against, they came close with 44%. The following chart provides a record of the votes counted 
in the election.

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Laurentian Wins Mining Games 
Second Year In A Row! 
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Engineering Student Society 

The 10th Annual Canadian 
Mining Games were held at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto over the March 
3rd weekend. Approximately 144 
Mining and Metallurgical Engineer- 
ing students represented 9 Universi- 
ties from across Canada. 

Winners of last year's Mining 
Games, Laurentian University , placed 
1 st this year with a score of 1 470 (255 
points ahead of 2nd place U of T). 
L.U. has the best overall record at the 
Canadian Mining Games since their 
inception, placing in the top three 8 of 
the last 9 years, with 3 gold, 4 silver 
and 1 bronze.

Whatever it was, the 
group of students from Laurentian 
University that visited Toronto to 
compete in the 10th Annual Cana- 
dian Mining Games could do no 
wrong. 

This is the second year in a 
row that Laurentian University has 
placed first in these Mining Games, 
and there have been other victories in 
the past. Whereas last year we were 
also the hosts of the event, this year 
we were competing on the foreign 
soils of the University of Toronto. 
And though it feels great to win an 
event like this in your hometown, 
there's something even more satisfy- 



ing about winning in Canada's larg- 
est city. 

Team members were largely 
fourth year Mining Engineering stu- 
dents, as well as some senior Extrac- 
tive Metallurgical Engineering stu- 
dents and third year people from both 
streams. Sixteen students in all made 
their way to Toronto the morning of 
Friday, March 3rd for three days of 
fun-filled mining engineering com- 
petition. 

Several events, such as Mine 
Rescue, Geomechanics and Mineral 
Separation required small teams from 
each school to solve problems or per- 
form procedures against the clock. 
Other events, like Mine Design, Rock 
Mechanics and the Stock Market 
Challenge involved as many team 
members as were available and given 
the festivities from the preceding 
evenings. The Jackleg Drilling, Boat- 
Races and General Team Design (in 
which teams had to hoist a full beer 
bottle as high as possible given a bag 
of shish-ka-bob sticks and three strips 
of duct tape) were the most exciting 
events, and drew the largest crowds. 

All in all, the weekend proved 
to be a thrilling experience for all 
members of the team. It seems that 
some of the same people attend the 
Mining Games every year, and it was 
great to see friends of ours from 
McGill, U of T, Queen's, UBC, and 
Laval. Sadly, the bulk of this year's 
Mining Games team will be graduat- 
ing in the spring, and challenge of 
keeping up Laurentian's record will 
be passed to a new group of bright, 
future engineers.

CFS Pleased by Banks' Withdrawal from Canada 
Student Loan Program 

The Canadian Federation of Students (CFS) was pleased to learn 
that the chartered banks have walked away from the Canada Student Loan 
Program. 

"This offers the government an opportunity to ensure that the 
Canada Student Loans Program meets the real needs of students in 
Canada," said Michael Conlon, National Chairperson of the Canadian 
Federation of Students. "The banks were providing poor service to 
students, and trying to turn a social program into a profit-making venture." 

In 1995, banks entered into risk-sharing agreements with the 
federal government for the administration of student loans. Through these 
agreements, the banks were given a"risk premium" equal to 5% of the total 
value of all loans disbursed, in exchange for assuming administration of 
the program. 

"We predicted from the start that the banks' involvement in the 
student loan program would harm its value as a social program," said 
Conlon. "The banks forced the federal government to adopt policies such 
as the ten-year ban on student bankruptcies and the implementation of 
credit checks on student loans and continued to push for further changes. 
Students applaud the government's decision to finally stand up to the 
banks," continued Conlon. Conlon also noted that the federal government 
has provided more than $300 million to the banks for the administration 
of the student loans program since 1995. 

The government will be re-assuming control of the program 
effective July 3 1 , 2000. The Federation is looking forward to discussions 
with Human Resources Development Canada to ensure that the program 
is delivered in an effective manner. Students hope that the return of the 
program to public hands will lead to a reversal of some of the regressive 
changes that have been made since the banks assumed control. 

National Aboriginal Caucus Demands Answers After 
Two Metis Women Killed 

On February 16, two Metis women were murdered after calling 
91 1 five times. Police only responded after numerous calls by the Metis 
women who lived in Winnipeg's north end. 

"We have to wonder why the police did not respond to the calls if 
they were given top priority," states Shana Robinson, National Aboriginal 
Caucus Chairperson. "Today, International Women's Day, we must also 
reflect on the systemic racism and sexism that we face on a day to day 
basis. If these two women weren't aboriginal, or weren't from an impov- 
erished area of Winnipeg, would they still be alive today?" ponders 
Robinson,

The State We Are In 



A lot of people have been 
approaching me after the elections 
to ask why Lambda tried for a $3 
increase in our student levy. Well, 
last week I explained it a bit, but 
after the events that unfolded within 
24 hours of the vote, I figured I 
would devote this editorial to a "State 
of the Union (Lambda) Address". 

Everyone saw the results of 
the voting last week. We at Lambda 
did not relieve our levy increase, 
and although most figured it would 
not affect Lambda to relieve a "no" 
vote, they were wrong. Lambda is 
operating on a budget that is smaller 
than ever before .Right now Lambda 
has no money in our bank account 
and a major debt owed to our printer. 
What you see every week is some of 
the best papers Lambda has ever 
produced, but it is the production 
that is killing the paper. 

Printing and production costs 



have increased yearly over the last 
four years while the levy stayed the 
same . Every year the paper has gotten 
bigger and more informative, leav- 
ing Lambda to scrounge for the 
money to continue to produce. This 
year, as I took over as Editor I had 
huge plans for the paper. I wanted to 
make the best paper we could, and 
with the technology that we have 
right now, we have. The only prob- 
lem is the computer systems that we 
work on are outdated. 

Right now Lambda is pro- 
ducing one of the best student papers 
in Ontario on Macintosh Computers 
bought between the years 1990 and 
1995. Of the seven computers we 
started with three years ago, we now 
have four that still run, but they are 
failing fast. Almost all of Lambda's 
equipment is on the verge of total 
breakdown, but we still produce. 

With the levy increase 
Lambda would have been able to pay 



off some debts we have incurred in 
the way of printing costs as well as 
upgrade the computer systems. I 
wouldn ' t be surprised if at some point 
this year, or next that one week 
Lambda won't be on the stands be- 
cause of computer failure. Although 
our levy is collected by the SGA, we 
are autonomous. As a separate entity 
we must solve our own financial dif- 
ficulties. Due to the "no" vote, 
Lambda now has to scale down its 
production. 

Starting nextyear Lambda will 
be producing at least 2-4 less papers 
in the publishing year, the paper will 
be smaller, and some weeks there 
will be no paper. I hate having to be 
the one to do this, but in order to keep 
Lambda alive, we need to cut costs. 
Staff typesetting fees will be cut, 
advertising rates will be modified 
and major fund raising efforts will be 
made as well as another attempt at a 
levy increase. We may be beating a 



dead horse in that aspect, but better 
a dead horse than a dead paper. 

As of right now myself and 
my newly appointed financial di- 
rector have cut our own wages. In 
order to pay our staff, we cannot be 
paid. Myself and Melanie put in a 
combined 70+ hours a week and are 
now officially volunteers. I have 
put in so much of my time this year 
to ensure a paper every week, it 
hurts to know that it may not last. 
Hopefully I can remain as Editor 
again next year, and after a lot of 
hard work and retooling, Lambda 
can become what it was at the be- 
ginning of this year... the best 
fucking student newspaper around! 
We have always supported the stu- 
dents and now we need them to 
support us. I have put four long 
years into this paper and I will be 
damned if I have to be the one who 
has to tell the students that Lambda 
will not be around anymore.

Until this past 
month, when my grandmother be- 
came too ill for us to keep her at 
home, my brother never went to the 
Pub after class and he never had the 
opportunity to spend any time with 
his classmates outside of the class- 
room setting. He never complained 
once. 

What makes my brother even 
more of a hero though, is not just that 
he took care of her. but the high level

Luck of the Irish

March 1 7th is quickly approaching, and with it comes St. Patrick's 
Day. I've always liked St. Patrick's Day and I'm not really sure why. 
Maybe it's the day's reliance on my favourite colour, which just happens 
to be green. Or maybe it's the mystique that surrounds it. I don't know if 
anyone else senses it as well but, I feel that there is a certain magic to the 
day. I'm not sure what it is, but I always tend to equate St. Paddy's Day 
with luck. Moreover, I tend to see Irish culture in terms of luckiness. You 
know the adage, "the luck of the Irish." 

As you can probably ascertain from my last name, there's not a 
whole lot of Irish running through my veins. But I, nonetheless, really like 
St. Patrick's Day. Although I realize that the intentions of the day probably 
have strayed far from the original intentions, the day of leprechauns and 
green beer is what I know and like. And I think that's alright. But, what 
I really like about the celebration, what I would like to ponder and explore 
is the notion of luck and how it almost always tends to be associated with 
St. Patrick's Day. 

A few moments ago, as I was walking towards the Lambda office, 
I passed a penny that was sitting in the middle of the hallway. I was going 
to bend down and pick it up, but there were several other people around and 
I worried that they would think me frugal. But, I didn't want to pick it up 
because I desperately need a penny or that I am a staunch believer in the 
idea that a "penny saved is a penny earned." I was going to pick up the 
penny because I am superstitious. You know, when you find a penny, it 
becomes a lucky penny. I guess I thought that I could find luck in a stray 
penny. 

But, what is luck? Can you find it? Is it something tangible? Mr. 
Webster defines luck as "chance" and "good fortune." Why are these 
qualities associated with the Irish? Why does St. Patrick's Day bring out 
the relation between the two? 

I don't know the answers to those questions. I do wonder, though, 
"if luck is indeed something that one can find or create. Or is it elusive? 
When I think back on my life, I cannot help but feel that I am a very lucky 
person. Firstly, I am lucky for the obvious reasons: good home, good 
family, good circumstances. But, I've also been lucky countless times in 
my life when I probably should have died or been severely injured, but I 
ended up just fine. I wonder whether there is a force that I call luck that 
intervened in saving me or whether it was just a combination of opportu- 
nity meeting preparation. 

Because that's what some people say - they say that there is no such 
thing as luck, that it is just a word we use to describe our inherent, unknown 
ability. Truly, I'm not sure what to think. There are even some people who 
argue that luck is nothing beyond feeling lucky and believing that you are 
lucky. But, the fact still remains, doesn't it? Luck is something that exists. 
Even if it is only a word, luck still exists. 

So what does that mean? It means that maybe we can believe in 
luck, we can use St. Patrick's Day as an opportunity to believe in luck. For 
one day at least, we can pick up abandoned pennies and carry around our 
personal good-luck charms. Because, sometimes, I think, luck just 
happens; it intervenes and helps us and maybe we shouldn't necessarily 
question that. 




Saint Patrick apostle of Ireland. 

Fifth century Ireland is a lost 
world, virtually closed to both histo- 
rians and archaeologists, and what 
little is known about the life and work 
of Patrick comes from his own writ- 
ings in Latin, now accepted as au- 
thentic, and from brief references in 
annuals written about two centuries 
later. In his Confessions, an apologia 
written in his old age rough Latin, 
Patrick says that he was a native of 
Roman Britain, the son of Calpumius, 
a deacon who lived in the village of 
Bannaven Taberniae. Scholars disa- 
gree as to its location, ascribing it 
variously to Cumberland, the Severn 
valley and the island of Anglesey. He 
was captured by Irish raiders at the 
age of sixteen, and sold into bondage 
to tend sheep and swine on the slopes 
of Slemish mountain in Antrim for a 
chief named Milchu. His thoughts 
turned to God, and he spent many 
hours in solitary prayer. 

After six years he escaped, 
and made his way home. He relates 
how in a vision he saw a man who 
came from Ireland with letters, and 
how he heard the voices of the Irish 
imploring him to return. He does not 
say where he studied for the Church, 
but tradition makes him a disciple of 
St.Germanus of Auxerre, and he may 
also have spent some time at Tours 
and at the monastic island settlement 
on Lerins off the coast of Provence. 
According to the Chronicle of Pros- 
per of Aquitane, a contemporary 
source, Pope Celestine sent one 
Palladius in the year 421 to the Irish 
believing in Christ, to be theirbishop. 
This fragment of evidence suggests 
that there were Christians in Ireland 
at that time in numbers sufficient to 
warrant the appointment of a bishop. 
According to tradition, Palladius' 



mission had little success, and he was 
forced to leave within a few months, 
dying in Scotland about 431. The 
uncertainty surrounding the date of 
Saint Patrick 's arrival has occasioned 
the theory of two Patricks, whose 
careers were confused by laterchroni- 
cles, but this remains merely theory. 
It seems reasonably certain that 
St.Patrick's mission spanned some 
thirty years, in the latter half of the 
fifth century, that it was very suc- 
cessful, and that Ireland, unlike any 
other country in Western Europe, was 
converted to Christianity without the 
shedding of martyrs' blood. In his 
own words, the saint 'baptised thou- 
sands, ordained clerics everywhere 
and rejoiced to see the flock of the 
Lord in Ireland growing slendidly.' It 
is probable that most of his mission 
was carried out in the Northern half 




of the country. The date and place of 
his death are uncertain; tradition says 
that he died at Saul, near Downpatrick, 
Co.Down, on 1 7 March, the day now 
celebrated as the national festival. 

The legends which accumu- 
lated around the saints life go far 
beyond the meagre details related 
above, which include all that is known 
about him with any certainty. This 
story of his explaining the mystery of 
the Holy Trinity by showing a three- 
leaved shamrock to the King at Tara; 
the lighting of the Paschal fire on the 
hill of Slane; the destruction of the 
idol, Crom Cracuteuach; the banish- 
ing of snakes from Ireland - these are 
all apocryphal accretions of later 
dates. So also is the identification of 
Saul as the site of his first church. 
Croagh Patrick, where he said to have 
kept his Lenten fast and now a place 
of Pilgrimage, has been claimed, with 
Slemish, as the scene of his captivity 
as a boy. His original Celtic name is 
said to have been Succat, Patricius 
being his Latin designation. 

Other writings attributed to 
St.Patrick are his Epistle to Cortices 
accpeted as authentic, and a fine 
hymn in Irish, the Breastplate of 
St.Patrick. The Epistle, written in 
Latin, beseeches Coroticus, a Brit- 
ish chief, to free some Irish Chris- 
tians whom he had taken captive. 
Whatever about the lack of knowl- 
edge of life in Ireland in the fifth 
century, the author of Confessions 
and the Epistle emerges as a real 
personality; the vividness of his nar- 
rative and the undoubted success of 
his mission account for the central 
place he came to occupy in Irish 
tradition, and the hold he exercised 
over the imagination of the chroni- 
cles and storytellers of later centu- 
ries. 
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The Shamrock 




The Shamrock, at one time 
called the "Seamroy", symbolises the 
cross and blessed trinity. Before the 
Christian era it was a sacred plant of 
the Druids of Ireland because its 
leaves formed a triad. The well known 
legend of the Shamrock connects it 
definitely to St. Patrick 
and his teaching. 
Preaching in the open 
air on the doctrine of ' 
the trinity, he is said to 
have illustrated the ex- 
istence of the Three in One by pluck- 
ing a shamrock from the grass grow- 
ing at his feet and showing it to his 
congregation. The legend of the sham- 
rock is alsoconnected with that of the 
banishment of the serpent tribe from 
Ireland by a tradition that snakes are 
never seen on trefoil 
and that it is a remedy 
against the stings of 
snakes and scorpions. 
The trefoil in Arabia is 
called shamrakh and 
was sacred in Iran as

an emblem of the Persian triads. The 
trefoil, as noted above, being a sacred 
plant among the Druids, and three 
being a mystical number in the Celtic 



religion as well as all others, it is 
probable that St. Patrick must have 
been aware of the significance of his 
illustration.

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Leprechauns 

The leprechaun is a solitary 
creature avoiding contact with 
mortals and other leprechauns — in- 
deed the whole fairy tribe.

If you" ve gone to see a movie 
anytime in the last three months or so, 
you've no doubt seen the trailer for 
Mission to Mars.

The first half was pretty standard: 
just some astronauts getting ready to 
go to Mars, and a flash-forward to the 
planet, where a huge storm sucks one 
of them up. Nothing much there to 
make you want to see the movie . . .but 
it was the second half that got you. 
You see three of the astronauts walk- 
ing down a narrow hall with a white 
floor and walls towards a dark room, 
their helmets and gloves all removed, 
with a resounding heartbeat heard in 
the background. In the next scene, 
you see the three again moments later 
in the dark room, with a moving 
display of our solar system surround- 
ing them as the heartbeat gets louder 
and then stops, and so does the trailer. 
I think this was an awesome preview 
because it gave you enough to hook 
your curiosity without giving any- 
thing away. Because of this I was all 
geared up to see Mission to Mars and 
went to see it on its opening day. I 
can't remember being more disap- 
pointed in a movie that I was looking 
forward to see as I was with this one. 

Here's how the plot for ac- 
claimed director Brian De Palma's 
M2M starts out. It's the year 2021, 
and the first group of astronauts to 
ever walk the surface of the Red 
Planet is busy conducting some bor- 
ing studies during their one-year stay 
there. Then one day, things take a 
turn for the worse when a violent 
storm hits and the entire crew is killed 
except for one (Don Cheadle). He 
makes a report back to Earth that's 
mangled and cut short due to the 
damage to his equipment. The scien- 
tists back home see that he ' s in rough 
shape and most likely dead by the 
time they've received the message. 
After a bit of debate, Commander 
Woody Blake (Tim Robbins) and 
pilot Jim McConnell (Gary Sinise) 
convince their superior to send a res- 
cue mission, even though it may all 
be for nothing. 

Now to be completely fair, 
most of M2M is pretty good. Around 




the beginning of the film there weren't 
any of those dreary 1 5-minute-long 
"preparing-to-launch" sequences that 
one comes to expect with the techno- 
logically-realistic science fiction 
flick. The story just gets right to the 
point and jumps ahead in time a few 
months here and there whenever nec- 
essary to avoid any dull stretches. 
With a few minor exceptions, the 
story progresses and keeps you inter- 
ested because for the most part it's 
believable. The events are presented 
in an original way, from how the 
astronauts get into and solve the few 
problems they encounter to the dif- 
ferent camera angles of them walk- 
ing and floating around their ship. As 
a matter of fact, I fully enjoyed the 
first hour and a half of Mission to 
Mars. 

But then it happened: I wit- 
nessed the simple most awful ending 
to a film I've ever seen. Now I know 
I picked on Reindeer Games last 
week for its odd conclusion, but that 
was mild because it was just the clos- 
ing two minutes. M2M's ending is so 
incredibly stupid that it's replaced 
Contact in my personal opinion for 
worst conclusion ever. The story 
takes a horrendous turn for the worse 
right at the climax of the movie, at the 
intriguing scene from the preview in 
the white hallway. The viewer has to 
go from watching a better-than-aver- 
age, intelligent movie to checking 
their brains at the door because they 
sure as hell won't be needing them 
for the last half hour. During that 
time, the events that take place are 
part of a formulaic, retarded Holly- 
wood-style ending. Imagine really 
bad parts of really bad sci-fi movies 
of recent past all slapped together.

1 lb. potatoes, sliced 
2 parsnips, peeled and sliced 
J* 2 leeks, chopped 
1 cup milk 
1 lb . kale or cabbage 
1/2 tsp. mace 
loves garlic, minced 
I tsp salt 
1/2 tsp. pepper 
. butter or margarine 
fresh parsley, chopped 

Boil the parsnips and potatoes in water until tender. 

In a separate pot, simmer leeks in milk until soft. 
Next, boil the kale or cabbage until tender, and chop 

finely. Drain the potatoes and parsnips and season 
with mace, garlic, sahvand pepper. Stir the leeks and 

milk, chopped kale or cabbage, and butter into the 

potato mixture. Transfer to serving dish and sprinkle 

with parsley.

3 cups all-purpose flour 

1 cup graham flour

1 tbsp. salt 

1 tbsp. butter or margarine 

1 cup raisins 

3 tbsp. caraway seeds 

1 1/2 tsp. baking soda 

1 1/2 cups buttermillc (or milt 

2 tsp. yeast 



In a large bowl, combine the first four ingredients. Cut 

in the butter with knives until fine, and then add 

raisins. In a separate bowl, beat eggs and combine with 

milk, baking soda, and yeast Add to dry ingredients. 

Kneaddough on a floured surface for 10 seconds, and 

shape into a flattened ball. Brush top with melted 

butter and sprinkle with caraway seeds. Bake at 375 F 

for 40 to 45 minutes until golden brown.

This year the Laurentian 
Voyageurs Men's Basketball team 
will head to Halifax as the Wilson 
Cup Champions for the 1999-2000 
season. The championship was won 
last Saturday in the Ben F. Avery 
Gymnasium as the Voyageurs beat 
up on the McMaster Marauders. 

Laurentian won the tip off 
sending the fans into a frenzy that 
lasted the whole game. The 
Voyageurs flew through the first half 
of play led by OUA all-star Kevin 
Gordon who led the team with 14 
points. The Pot Bangers were louder 
and more insane than usual as the 
men led at the half by a score of 43- 
36. 

McMaster turned the game 
around and played hard ball with the 
Voyageurs in the second half, cap- 
turing the lead for the first time early 
in the half. Point Guard Steve Magma, 
who finished the game with 2 1 points, 
lead the Marauders to their ill-fated 



comeback. The game went back and 
forth until Ted Donglemans turned 
into a man possessed and took all 
control away from he McMaster team. 

"We started out well but they 
(McMaster) stepped up their defen- 
sive intensity and suddenly we had 
no flow offensively," explained Head 
Coach Peter Campbell after the game. 
"I repeated on a couple of occasions 
to stay calm and we weathered the 
storm, especially in the last ten min- 
utes." 

Laurentian made a few key 
foul shots in the final minute to hold 
McMaster and claim the Wilson Cup 
on their turf. The crowd went crazy as 
only Laurentian Pot Bangers can and 
stayed throughout the end celebra- 
tion and award ceremony. Again, 
ONtv couldn't help but comment on 
and on about the Laurentian crowd as 
they aired the game. The commenta- 
tors stated that the Laurentian crowd 
is the noisiest and most enthusiastic 
fans in the OUA. Even my family 



members watching in Sarnia and 
many visiting guests this weekend 
could not believe the support and 
enthusiasm of the LU Pot Bangers. 

Ted Donglemans was named 
the Wilson Cup Championship MVP, 
receiving the Kitch McPherson Tro- 
phy, for his 25 point, 10 rebound 
performance. The ONtv Player of 
the Game honors went to Voyageur 
Roan Biggs who produced 1 5 points, 
1 1 rebounds, 6 assists and 4 blocks. 

Both the Laurentian 
Voyageurs and the McMaster Ma- 
rauders now prepare for the CIAU 
National Championships in Halifax. 
The Voyageurs are entering the tour- 
nament as the number five seed and 
will face the Western Mustangs who 
lucked out with a wild card entry and 
the fourth seed. The Marauders are 
seeded sixth and face the third place 
St. Francis Xavier X-Men in the first 
round. The first round of the CIAU 
National Finals will begin Thursday 
with the final set for Sunday at 5:30.

After an astounding season 
and total domination at the OUA fi- 
nals the Lady Vees traveled to Al- 
berta only to be knocked out in the 
first round. The Lady Vees built up a 
42 to 29 half time lead but were upset 
in the end as the Pandas beat them by 
a score of 72-64. 

Leading scorers for the 
women were Karen Vos and 
Stephanie DeSutter who each scored 
14 points in the loss. This was only 
the third loss in an amazing season 
for the Lady Vees who went into the 
tournament with the nations best av- 
erage of 30-2, but were seeded 4th. 
With the loss to the Pandas the Lady 
Vees had to face the Memorial Sea- 
Hawks in the consolation round on 
Friday. 

Rebounding from the loss the 
Lady Vees defeated the Memorial 
University Sea-Hawks by a score of 
75-64. Leading the way forthe women 
was Karen Vos who had 21 points 
and 7 rebounds, followed by Jill Ec- 
cles with 16 points and 6 rebounds 
and Stephanie DeSutter with 8 points 
and 10 assists. The women domi- 
nated with a 39-29 half-time - lead 
from which Memorial could not re- 
cover. With the win Laurentian went 
on to face Western in a rematch for 
5th place in the tournament. 

The Lady Vees' season ended 
with a loss at the hands of the West- 
ern Ontario Mustangs by a score of 
65-62. It was revenge for the Mus- 
tangs after dropping the OUA Cham- 
pionships here at Laurentian last 
week. Laurentian led by 6 at the half 
but ended losing by only 3. 

The Leaders for the Lady Vees 
were 4th year veteran ShaunaConway 
with 20 points while 5th year and 
three-time CIAU All-Canadian 
Stephanie Harrison finished her ca- 
reer as a Lady Vees with 1 5 points
